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BY-LAWS. / 


HE Order of Noses or Tuk Mystic Sure was instituted by 
the Mohammedan Kalif Alee (whose name be praised), in the 
year of the Hejra 25 (A.D 656). 


It is an organization which, while it devotes itself especially to the 
social welfare of its members, teaches respect to virtue, promotes 
the inculeation of honor and integrity, and dispenses charity. As 
introduced into Christian countries, it is devoid of all Islamism, and 
is in harmony with Christian ideas and laws. 


It has no parentage or authority from, or affiliation with, any ex- 
isting organization, nor does it profess or teach mysteries belonging 
to, or used by, any secret society other than itself. 


CHAPTER I. 
THE TEMPLE, TITLE, WARRANT, AND SESSIONS. 


Sect. 1. This Temple shall be known and distinguished as 
Aleppo Temple, and is held by virtue of a charter granted on 
June 6, 1883, by the Imperial Council of the Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine for the United States of America, from which it derives all its 
powers and privileges, and to whose Statutes and Regulations, rules 
and orders, implicit respect and obedience shall ever be paid by its 
members, 


Sect. 2. The Stated Sessions shall be held on the third 
Thursday of the months of January, March, May, September, Novem- 
ber, and December. 


Special Sessions may be called by the Grand Potentate whenever 
he may deem the same necessary ; but no business can be transacted 
at a special session except that for which it was called. 
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Sect. 3. The Hour of Meeting shall be 7.30 o'clock, P.M., 
unless otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 4. The Order of Business at every stated session 
shall be as follows : 

Ist. Reading minutes of last stated and intervening’ special 
sessions. 

2nd. Receiving and referring petitions. 

3rd. Reports of committees. 

4th. Miscellaneous business. 

5th. Balloting for candidates. 

6th. Conferring the Order. 

Sect. 5. All Business of this Temple must originate at stated 
sessions. 

Sect. 6. All Balloting on petitions for the Order, or affiliation, 
shall be unanimous, and all appropriations of funds of the Temple 
must be at stated sessions. 


CHAPTER II. 
THE MEMBERSHIP, MEMBERS, AND ‘THEIR DUTIES. 


Sect. 1. The Members of this Temple must be those who have 
descended from Mohammed Kalif Alee, wherever they may reside ;, 
all men who are commanders in the highest grades of chivalry known 
in the state or nation of their birth ; eldest sons of the rulers of this 
nation ; those who have been created Knights Templar and Knights 
of Malta, or those who may have attained the 32° of the A. S. A. 

tite of Free Masonry, and who shall have been elected to member- 
ship herein, and who shall have subscribed their names to these 
by-laws. 


Sect. 2. The Duties of the members are to conform to the 
Statutes and Regulations of the Order, together with these By-Laws 
and the various duties required by the ritual. 
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CHAPTER III. 
OFFICERS, INSTALLATION, DUTIES, ETC. 


Sect. 1. The Officers of this Temple shall be ranked and 
entitled as follows : 


1. Illustrious Grand Potentate.

Sect. 2. The first seven Officers must be chosen by ballot 
at the regular session in December, 1885, and annually thereafter, 
and by a majority of votes. 

The remaining Officers shall be appointed by the Hlus- 
trious Grand Potentate. 


Sect. 3. The Officers shall be Installed at the next 
stated session, when a constitutional number shall be present, and 
every officer shall perform the duties of his office until his successor 
is duly elected and installed. 

Sect.4. The Duties of the Officers shall be such as are’tra- 
ditionally appropriate to their several stations, or may be assigned them 
by the Temple. And every officer shall be held personally responsible 
to the Ill.:. Grand Potentate, and through him to the Temple, that 
his office be filled with dignity and honor. 
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Sect. 5. The Ill.". Grand Potentate has it in special charge 
to see that these By-Laws are duly observed, as well as the Statutes, 
Edicts, and Regulations of the Imperial Council of the Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine for the United States of America ; that accurate records 
are kept, and just accounts rendered; and that regular returns are made 
to the Imperial Council. He shall have authority to call special ses- 
sions at pleasure; he shall at all times require the observance of decorum 
and propriety, and suppress any exhibition of levity and unbecoming 
conduct among the members, and shall use every effort to-perfect the 
happiness and promote the welfare of the Temple and its members. 

Sect. 6. In the Absence of the Ill.*. Grand Potentate, the 
Chief Rabban and Assistant Rabban will severally assume his duties 
and prerogatives; and in the event of the absence of the three principal 
officers, Past Potentates according to rank and seniority of service 
shall be empowered to command. 

Sect. 7. The Treasurer shall receive in charge all the revenue 
of the Temple; pay all orders drawn on the Treasury by the Finance 
Committee, and render a just and faithful account at the Annual Ses- 
sion; and also when required by the Finance Committee, or by vote of 
the Temple. He shall promptly deliver to his successor in office all 
the property and funds of the Temple he may have in his possession. 

Sect. 8. The Recorder shall record the transactions of the 
Temple, collect the revenue, pay the same to the Treasurer, and issue 
notices of all sessions which shall bear the names of candidates. He 
shall have charge of the Seal, and all books and documents whatso- 
ever of the Temple appertaining to his office, and perform all other 
duties belonging to his office. Tle shall promptly deliver to his suc- 
cessor in office all the property of the Temple in his possession, and 
for his services shall be allowed and paid such sum as the Finance 
Committee may determine. 

Sect. 9. The Outer Guard shall serve notices, summons, ete., 
issued by the Ill.*. Grand Potentate, when required; perform such 
other oflicial duties as may be required; and for his services shall be 
allowed and paid the sum of three (3) dollars for each and every ses- 
sion he attends, 
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Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Master of the Ward- 
robe to keep clean and in good order, all the furniture, clothing, and 
regalia of the Temple, to see that it is properly arranged for service, 
and convenient of access at the working of the Order; to submit at 
the annual session a complete inventory of the property in his charge, 
and to render at all times such assistance to the officers as may be re- 
quired ; and he shall be allowed and paid for his services such sum 
as the Finance Committee may determine. 


CHAPTER IV. 
COMMITTEES. 


Sect. 1. The Corporate Power of Aleppo Temple shall be 
vested ina Board of three Trustees, who shall be elected at the 
annual election in December, to serve for one year, whose duty it 
shall be to examine the books and accounts of the Treasurer and 
Recorder, and report in detail at the annual election the receipts and 
expenditures, and the state of the finances of the Temple. A majority 
of such Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


This Board shall also rent the hall, subject to the approval of the 
Temple. 


Sect. 2. The Illustrious Grand Potentate, Chief Rabban, and 
Assistant Rabban shall constitute a Finance Committee, who shall 
approve all bills contracted in behalf of this Temple, before payment 
by the Treasurer. Twomembers of this committee, one of whom 
shall be the Illustrious Grand Potentate, shall constitute a quorum. 


CHAPTER V. 


THE ORDER, PETITIONS, ETC. 


Sect. 1. The application of every candidate for the Order of the 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine in this Temple, shall be made in writing 


and signed by the applicant, and be in the following form, to wit : 
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To the Illustrious Grand Potentate, Officers and Members of Aleppo Temple, 
situated in Boston, Mass.:

Sect. 2. A person elected to receive the Order and not pre- 
senting himself for three (3) stated sessions shall not be eligible to 
receive the Order until his application has again been acted on in 
accordance with these By-Laws. 
Sect.3. An application to become a member of this Temple, 
from a Noble regularly dimitted from the membership of this, or any 
other Temple, shall be accompanied with the Certificate of his dimit. 
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Sect. 4. An Application to Withdraw from the member- 
ship of this Temple shall be made in writing, and a demit shall be 
granted by a vote of the Temple. 


CHAPTER VI. 
FEES AND DUES. 


Sect. 1. The Fee for Conferring the Order, including 
membership in this Temple, shall be twenty-five (25) dollars, which 
shall always accompany the petition. 


Sect. 2. The Fee for Affiliation shall be five (5) dollars, 
which must accompany the petition. 


Sect. 3. The Annual Dues of this Temple shall be two (2) 
dollars in advance, to be paid to the Recorder on or before the Annual 
Session, and in case any member shall neglect to pay his dues as afore- 
said, he shall be suspended by vote of the Temple from all the rights 
and privileges of the Order, until all arrearages shall haye been paid, 
unless satisfactory explanations be given by the Grand Potentate. 

Sect. 4. The funds shall be appropriated to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the Temple, and to such acts of charity as may be 
authorized by the vote of the Temple. 


CHAPTER VII. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Sect. 1. All Questions before this Temple, except such as are 
herein provided for, shall be determined by a majority of votes, and it 
is the duty of every member present, when a question is submitted 
to the Temple, to vote thereon. 

Sect. 2. Should there be a Tie, the Presiding Officer may 
give the casting vote. 


Sect. 3. No Appeal from the decision of the Grand Potentate 
shall lie to the Temple. 
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Sect.4. No Member of the Temple shall be suspended from 
membership therein (except as herein provided for non-payment of 
dues), nor expelled from the Order unless on charges duly specifying 
his offence, presented bya Noble in good standing, a copy of which 
charges shall be furnished the accused, and full opportunity afforded 
him for his defence. 

Sect. 5. No part of these By-Laws shall be altered or re- 
pealed, nor any addition be made thereto, unless the proposed amend- 
ment be offered in writing at a stated session, and be borne upon the 
notices, and receive the sanction of two-thirds of the members present 
at the next stated session.
